Moncow comment continues to focus on the proposal In the 22 Augunt
Soviet Government utatement for an enlarged conference on Cyprus

In the UN framework, desipned to wrest the problem from the "NATO
famlly." Moscow has In effeet acknowledged the proponal's cool
reception In the Went, LZVESTIYA on the 27th calling for "vigllance
and a resolute rebuff" to forcen opposcd to the Soviot Inftiative,
Lt han also hinted at the possibility the Inftlative will fall:
PRAVDA on the 28th reported Greck plims to ralse the Cyprus question
at the forthcoming UN General Ausembly If the Soviet proposal "ig
not supported by other states"; Moscow has thus far not cxpressed
an opinfon on this tdea.

Lven-handedly sympathizing with the suffering of both Greck
Cyprlots and Turk{sh Cypriots, Sovict medfa have charged that

any solutifon to the problem is being held Jealously in NATO

hands while the disinterested Soviet proposal has been blocked

by thouse countries, particularly the United States. Moscow had
reported Ecevit's preference for the Geneva talks, but has played
down the Turkish rejection of the Soviet initlative while emphasizing
"NATO"--primarily U.S.--opposition. But Moscow has not explained
Washington's posltion, merely asserting, in an Arabic-language
Radlo Peace and Progress commentary on the 29th, that it is based
on "fear of sceing its shameful role in Cyprus unveiled." The
statement came (n the context of srandard charges of a "colonialist
consplracy” in the castern Mediterranean ultimately almed agalnst
the Arab world.

SPECULATION ON Exploiting the uncertainty about the fate of
NATO FACILITIES NATO facilities in Greece followiny Athens'
withdrawal from the military structure of the
alliance, Moscow has speculated on NATO plans to {111 the gap.
Following Initial Soviet reaction to suggestions that Israel might
offer facilities to the United States,* RED STAR on % September, as
reported by TASS, claimed that three countries had emerged as
suitable replacements for Greece in NATO's "feverish search" for
new bases--Italy, Turkey and Israel. Narrowing down the choices,
' RED STAR observed that acceptance of proposals by "military circles"

An carller RED STAR article, by Gavrilov and Virogradov en 25 August,
{mplicitly underlined a question of prime concern to Moscow In the
bases Psoue=-freedom of passage through the Dardanelles. The article
repeated--with a notable additfon=-a standard “proximity" formula

In asserting that the slgnificance of bases on Greek territory was
determined, In the opinfon ot the NATO command, by thelr proximity

to the bordery of the soclaltst countries "and the Black Sca stralts,"
as well as to Arab countriles.  Such a npectiic mention of the strafts
In this formulation s highly unusual, if not unfque. RED STAR

made no reference to Turkey, and the possibllity of a Turkish NATO
base has appearcd only Infrequently in other comment. A Drobkov
article In PRAVDA on 29 August quoted without comment a statement
attributed to the Washington POST that In order to compensate for

the consequences of Greece's decislon to withdraw from the NATO
military structure, ft would be nccessary to expand NATO bases in
Italy "and there also 'artses the question of the advisability of
creating new bases In Turkey.'" PRAVDA also claimed that NATO was
seriously considering the possibility of "using some part of the
territory of Cyprus'" tor its "milltarist purposes."

Soviet comment in general has focused more on I[taly as a primary
candidate for enlarged NATO facllitle:s. Moscow has noted reports

of U.S. deliveries of military equipment to the island of Lampedusa.
And an Itallan-language Moscow broadcast on the 30th, claiming
increased fascist activity in Italy, declared that the transfer of
bases to that country would not only aggravate the general atmosphere
in the Mediterranean but would also be "dangerous for the internal
situation in Italy in view of the historical precedent in Greece,
where a reactionary regime was put in power with the brutal inter-
ference of NATO." PRAVDA commentator Vladimir Yermakov repeated

the theme the following day, charging that NATO bases "are becoming
the sources which give material support to subversive fascist forces"
within member-states.

MOSCOW SEES MIXED TRENDS, STRESSES #’RCSPECTS fOR PFACE

In a varfety of reports and comment on U.S5, developments over

the past week, Moscow has continued to project the attitude of
caut loun optimism [t evinced In ts dnltlal assesnmentys of the
Ford Administratfon, PRAVDA gave a stratghtforward account of
President Ford's press conference on 30 August, noting Lts con-
centration on domestic matters bhut strensing the Pregldent's
posltlive remarks on the U.S. preparation for SALT 11. Conglderable
comment was devoted to the Senate approval of a record peacetime
defense budget, and although much of [t was negative some of it
professed to see grounds for optimism In the growlng opposition
to milltary expenditures purportedly manliested by public opinion
iand prominent political {igurcs. In the meantime, there was
cvidence of a renewal of the hawk-dove countroversy In the Soviet
Unton, with RED STAR and PRAVDA talding sharply opposing positions
on the approprlate goals for Soviet pollcy.

A common feature of much of the comment was the assertion that
U.S. public opinfon and prominent political flgurcs were firmly
~ommitted to the goals of detente. An article in IZVESTIYA on

28 August, for cxample, quoted Elmer Staats, Comptroller General
of the United States, as saying that the American pcople had
become distrustful of the Defense Department because, ae IZVESTIYA
put it, they felt that it was pursuing policles Inconsistent with
the current international situation. The article quoted Senator
Brooke as saying that the quest for security should be based

not orly on military measures but on "continulng efforts within
the framework of the SALT talks." It also quoted Secretary
Kissinger's statement in a 20 August speech questioning the
utility of secking sccurity through a constant bufldup of strategic
forces. Such an effort, it quoted him as saying, "will lead only
to a new balance at higher levels of complexity and risk." This
article and others noted the impact of deteriorating cccnomic
conditions on U.S. public opinion, Interpreting this as a factor
which was encouraging opposition to the Pentagon's policies.

On the 28th and 29th of August and on the lst of September, RED

STAR published articles which were more militant and criticai of

tne United States than the general run of comment in the central

press and radio media. The last one, an edftorial, included a

. statement on the goals of Soviet policy which expressed in classic
terms the preference of the Soviet hawks: "The stronger our country
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and Lta armed forcen become, the snhorter will be the rvoads leading
mankind toward lantine peace.'" The previous day, PRAVDA, In an
article on the Soviet proposal In the United Nations to ban
weather warfare, had Included a oimilarly classic statement of

the dove position=-Brezhnev's statement on 21 July at the Polilgh
Syem that "1f you want peace, you must pursue a policy of peace
and struggle for this pollicy.'" These contrasting formulas have
cropped up repeatedly over the past year in a scemlingly conslntent
pattern of internal polemics,

TASS REGRETS "INACCURACY' IN PRESIDENT'S REMARK ON USSR BASES

President Ford's remark--in response to a questlon In his 28 Augrunt
news conference about expansjon of the U.¢, military base on Diepo
Garcia-—that the Soviet Unfon had three Indfan Ocean bases drow
Moscow's flrst eriticlsm, albeit mild, of the President In a belated
TASS commentary. The initinl TASS account of the news conference
made no mention of the Indian Ocean isuuc, although a fulicr PRAVDA
report on 30 August did note that the President sald he supported
the expanston (the President safd "limited" expansion) of the United
States' Diego Garcia base. But where the President went on to add
that he did not view this as any challenge to the Soviet Union, that
the USSR already had three major naval operatlng bases in the Indian
Occan, and that this "partlcular construc“ion [Diego Garclal 1is, I
think, a wise policy,” PRAVDA sald onlv that the President claimed
that expansion of the base "would not complicate the situatlon in
the area." PPAVDA also reported him as concluding that the base
should not "lead to any spread of problems'" in the Middle East.

On the 31st, TASS commenc.ator Krasikov mildly chided the President for

a "regrettable inaccuracy" in declaring that expansion of the U.S.
military hase on Diego Carcia did not represent any challenge to the
Soviet Union "which, as he said, already has three major naval operating
bases" in the Indian Ocean. Krasikov carefully absolved che President
himself of the error, declaring that he had been, "unfortunately, mis-
informed by his staff,'" as in reality "there are neither three nor even a
single Soviet naval base' in thie Indian Ocean. Moscow last winter, in

a flurry of comment about the Diego Garcia issue, had denied that the
Soviet Union was operating nsval bases in the area and countercharged
that the Unicted States was rlanning to construct a chain cf bases to
control the sea routes and {ntimidate the littorul nations.*

Krasikov pointedly recall:d "recent" testimony by CIA Director Colby
before the Senate Armed fervices Committee--testimony in a 11 July
closed-door hearing, made public on 2 August--as reported in the New
York TIMES on 3 August. Krasikov noted that Colby had described the
Soviet military presen:e in the Indian Ocean "as a relatively small
one”; the TIMES quoted Colby as saying small "and inactive." Krasikov

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nloo noted thuat Colby had expressed the opinion that the final
level of Soviet forcen In the Indian Ocean "would depend on
what forces the United States alloted for that areca." Summing
up "Pentagon plang" for making Diego Garcia a "major U.S. naval
base" in the Indian Ocecan, Krasikov noted that these plang had
met wlith "scrious objectlons" from the U.S. Conpress and had
triggered a wave of protests from countries in the Indian Ocean.

While the Krasilkov TASS commentary was broadcast in English to
the United States and Britain (Diego Garcla being a British
possession), publicity for the commentary scemed aimed primarily
at Asian audiences, wlth rebroadcasts in Indian lunguages as well
as Indonesian, Burmese, Persian and others.

Soviet media apparently did not pick up a Defense Department spokes-—
man's statement subscquent tc the President's remarks that liasted
the three Soviet bascs as Berbera, Somalla; Umm Qasr, Iraq; and
Aden, South Yemen. But a !oscow Arabic-language broadcast on

4 September cited the IRAQI NEWS AGENCY (INA) as labeling "fabri-
cations" U.S. Defense Department reports on the existence of a
Soviet military base in Iraq. INA, Moscow radilo said, declared
that the Pentagon needed such .eports to justify the establishment
of a "big military base" in Diego Garcia and the presence of U.J.
naval vessels in the Indian Ocean and the Gulf, and Iraq was
"indignant" over thec presence of military bases in the area.

HANOI MARKS DRV NATICNAL DAY; PHAM VAN DONG ADDRESSES MEETING

lanol marked the 2 September 29th annlversary of the founding of
the DRV In a tradltional fashlon on the st with a wreath-laying
ceremony at the cemetery of "fallen heroes," a diplomatic
receptlon, and an cvening rally which heard Premler Pham Van Dong
delfver his customary address. The usual display of top leader-
ship at the rally included--In additfon to Pham Van Dong--Politburo
members Le Duan, Truong Chinh, Vo Nguyen Gfap, Nguyen Duy Trinh,
and Le Thanh Nghi. Last year in a departure from novmal practice,
Defense Minister Glap was absent from the annlversary ceremonies,
however, his attendance this year 1s conslsteri with his practice
in recent months of appearing in public at the time of major
events,

Of the Politburo members, Le Duc Tho has not attended a National
Day rally since 1971, and Hoang Van Hoan since 1970. Neither

Van Tien Dung nor Tran Quoc loan has regularly attended the
gathering, although Dung was present last year--presumably as a
stand-in for Giap. Pham Hung's whereabouts remain unreported by
the media, and his last public appearance was in September 1967.
NFLSV Chairman Nguyen Huu Tho, who was in Hanoi during national
day for the second consccutive year--this time on a stopover
between visits to the DPRK and GDR--also participated in the major
events of the day and spoke briefly at the rally,

PHAM VAN DONG As last year, Pham Van Dong in his rally speecch

RALLY SPEECH divided his remarks between the DRV economy and
the implementation of the peace agreement. While

generally reviewing the level of recovery achieved by the various

sectors »>f the economy, the premier's discussion of the DRV's many

postwar domestic problems was cursory and for the most part did

not include specific measures tv deal with them.

* After a brief period of activities in late September and early
October 1973, Giap did not appear in public for almost seven months--
then returning to public view to participate in celebrations

marking May Day and the 20th anniversary of the communist victory

at Dien Bieh Phu. After appearing at a banquet on 28 May, he
again dropped from sight until 28 August when he addressed a division
of troops on the occasion of the rational anniversary.
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Aslde from ecxpounding on the ueed to fulfill the 1974 and 1975
plans In anticipation of next year's 45th annfversary of the
party, 30th annlversary of the DRV's founding, and 85th
annilversory of Ho Chl MInh's bLrth, long=range planning was other-
wise 1gnored In Dong's speech., This stood in contrant to his
more distant look into the future presented In last year's
speech that characterized the 1973-1975 period as a prelude to
the "long-term plan of 1976-1980." Vice Premier Le Thanh Nghi's
4 Yebruary speech before the DRV National Assembly formally
announced that the DRV's second five~-year plan would take place
from 1976 to 1980 and urged the study of a "10- to 15-year
developmental plan,"* Since Nghi's speech, Vlietnamese communist
propaganda has not elaborated on thesc planning goals and

Pham Van Dong's fallure to make even token mention of the
five-year plan suggests uncertalnty in the Hanoi hierarchy as

to the direction thelr economy is to take, a year and a half
after the slgning of the cease-fire agrecment,

Uncertainty about future goals was also suggested by Pham Van
Dong's fallure to reiterate previously voiced North Vietnamese
resolve to slow the growth of its population. While the premier
did take tangential note of the North's ''rapidly increasing
population" in his discussion of problems invoived in commodity
distribution, he did not follow through with any elaboration on
the population problem us a whole. It would have been particularly
appropriate for Dong to have pursued the population issue since
Hanoil had just released, on 29 August, the results of the North's
second general census, conducted on 1 April., A 30 August NHAN DAN
editorial pegged to the census results confirmed the regime's
intention, spelled out in leaders speeches earlier this year, of
encouraging birth control and called for a reduction in the rate
of growth from the present 2.9 percent to two percent and
eventually to a "much smaller percentage.'

The premier, in his remarks on the situation regarding the peace
agreement, reiterated standard complaints against the Saigon
government and alleged U.S. intervention in the South and "massive"
introduction of weapons and war materiel. Whereas last year Dong
had echoed the exultant tone of Hanoi comment in the wake of the
"victory" of the peace agreement, this year he offered a somber
agsessment, accusing the United States and Thieu of having

"wrecked the peace" and ''sabotaged" the agreement. He praised

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the southern flpht apainat "nibbling and pacification,"” but did
' repeat the more optimiatlc clalms about milltary achlievementg in
the South which have appeared fn the propaganda In recent days.

Dong's traditional expresston of thanks to the DRV's soclallst
allfes falled to include the customary mention of the support

and assistance these nations had rendered and was diluted to an
assertion of "warm sentiments and heartfelt and profound gratltude
to the peoples" of the Soviet Unton, Chlna, and the soctallst
countries, Likewlse lacking tu this year's address was any
allusion to restoration of jinternational unity In the communist
movement--an Issue that has been ralsed in his past national day
talks.,

DONG AVOIDS, DRV COMMENT CONTINUES CALLS FOR THIEU'S OUSTER

Pham Van Dong in his anniversary address did not voice the revived
line, reflected In scattered communist propaganda since 15 August,
on an urban struggle In the South to "topple" Thieu and set up a
new government to implement the peace agreement. Instead, Dong
adhered to the formulation which had been standard since the peace
agreement and reflects 1ts spirit--that is, calling for a struggle
against Thieu and "for peace, [reedom, democracy, a better life,
and national concord," instead of Thieu's ouster., The "topple
Thieu" slogan was also absent from the NHAN DAN anniversary editorial,
but it appeared in the ed:itorial of 29 August and other propaganda
and was voiced by PRG/NFLSV leader Nguyen Huu Tho on the same
platform with Dong at the anniversary rally.

Dong's failure to embrace the formulation on overthrowing Thieu
and its continued appearanze In the media may reflect unresolved
differences in the North Vietnamese leadership regarding the
situation in the South and the best course of action there. Since
the peace agreement, only one of Hanoi's top leaders is known to have
called attention to the ultimate objective of ousting Thieu. Second-
rarking Politburo member Truong Chinh took an atypically strong line
on the South in a 9 February speech--as reported by Hanoi radio--
welcoming the just-concluded session of the National Assembly,
While routinely endorsing the "immediate tasks" of economic
reconstruction, Truong Chinh went on to stress that ""we must not
forget that the puppet zdministration has not been toppled after

' the U.S. withdrawal" and to recall that Ho Chi Minh had "urged our
people to 'fight until all Americans are ousted and the puppets
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are toppled,"*  Troong Chinh did not go on, an recent
propaganda han, to tdentify Thieu'n overthrow an a goal of
the current ntruggle in the LHouth,

PRESS, RADIO A 29 Augunt NHAN DAN cditortal went beyond previoun
COMMLEHT recent Hanot propapganda to offer the evaluatfon that

"conditions arce ripe" In urban areas "for the
development oi a large and broad mass struggle movement to oppose
the Untted States and topple Thiecu." The editorial mafntained that
the Salpgon government in plagued by acute Internal disputes and
"pertous contradictfons" of an "explosive character,”

The editortial’'s apprafsal ol ‘he milftary outlook in the South was
marked by similar optimism, 72 oortrayed a "new situation' In
which the ARVN "has reduced fis lerge-scale operations while
abandoning many lsolated positions, shrinking back in an attempt
to avoid losses and reorganize 1ts defense system," The communist
forces, according to the editortal, are {n a "new stance" with a
"good pounftion to continuously attack and win victorles."
Repeating a claim made occasionally by Hanol media since last
March, the editorial maintained that the communiats--—in the Mckong
Delta and tlie central Truong Bo plains--have recovered "almost

all the areas which the enemy has {llegally occupled since

28 January 1973" and "in some arcus' eiemn improved the "position
and strength of tae revolutlon'" In comparison with the situation
when the peace agreement was signed,**

An unattributed "article" broadcast by Hanoi in Vietnamese on
1 September repeated the formulation on toppling Thieu and forming
a new government and was even more confident than the NHAN DAN

PEKING COMMENT ON DRV ANNIVERSARY SUGGESTS INCREASED SUPPORT

Peking this year marked the DRV Nat fonal Day In much the same
fashion as in 1973, but elements in the behavior and content of
the media may reflect somewhat greater support for the Vietnamese,
Thus, while last year the Chinese leaders! message was publicized

language more rentrained than the current editortal.  Pekling
notably avotfded exprenslon of support for counterattacks {n comment
marking the PRG'a S5th annlversary this June, Connlotent with
Peking's line In the past vear, the editorfal charged the GYN with
violating the peace agreement "with the support of the Unfted
States." At the time of the anndversary lant year, Peking was
avolding criticism of efther the Unfted States or Salgon,

Though Peking followed last year's practice In avolding offers of
assfstance while pledging support and solidarity with {ts allies,
the Chinese took more carce to stress the ldeological basis of
Sino=Vietnamese relatfons and to underline Peking'a internationalist
duty to back the Vietnamese. Last year the leaders' message and
editorial made no reference to Marxism-Leninism, and only the
cditorial once mentioned Peking's "proletarian internationalist
duty'"; this ycar both the message and edftorlal stressed that
Sino=Victnamese relations were founded on "Marxism=Ieuninfsm and
proletarian internationalism’ and that Chins would resolutely
perform lts "proletarian internationalinst dutfen."

The DRV ambassador's anniversary reception was attended by

Li Hefen-nien and Hua Kuo-feng; two CCP Politburo menmbers=-Yech
Chien-ying and Teng Hulao-ping--had similarly attended last year,
NCNA once again reported toasts, rather than snpeechen, by the
Chinese forelgn minfster and DPV ambassador at the conclave., NCNA
coverage of anniversary receptions in Peking disclosed that DRV Vice
Forefgn Trade Min{ster Ly Ban, Vice Minister of Natfonal Defenwe
Tran Sam, and Vice Chalrman of the State Planning Commission Nguyen
Van Bfen are presently {n Peking. Ly Ban, who in previous yecars
has negotiated agreements on PRC aid, had been noted present in
Peking, carller, greeting the DRV economic delegation headed by Le

A3 September PEOPLE'S DATLY Conmentator artdcle han made the
sharpest Chinese crtticiam of India In recent yearn, condemning,
the Gandht government's recent moven ta tighten Indian control
over Sikkim and warning of wider Indlan ambittons tn South Aula.

He called on party otgana to teaca economlie leadern to "combine
one-man leadership with colleptal ty.” Clting a lagging plant in
his oblant, he asscerted that the plant had fafled fta plan precinely
because the director "did not rely on the party organization and
ceaned 1o consfder the collective's opinton,”"  In contrant, he

Other points made by Vatcheake have o similar thrust., He rafsed
the need for {ncereased party checking on economfc otflcefals, who
he noted are sometimen guilty of fraud, waste and other abuses.

He recalled that since the 24tn CPSU Congress, the numboer of

parly organizations which posscssed the right to cheok coonomic
activities "han slpnittcant ly increaned.”  He pratned the practice

Some part ial cont brnatton of thene tndfent fons wan
provided by Breshnev himsel! at the 24th CPsu Comprens In 1971,

Organfzational changes atfecting the relative powers and respect {ve
tunctfons ot Gesplan and the USSR minfstries were among the lssues
discussed at the December 1973 CPSU plenum, judging by two recent
articles by top government officials. Gosplan Deputy Chafrman

Although hoth offtetals valned the nubject of transferring powern
to minfntrica, Bachurin argucd that fmportant disagreements munt be
resolved before thin can be done.  Rudnev complatned ot duplfcat ton
In planning by minfutrien and planning ovgans and declared that
there wan an urgent need to dec fde the quention of expanding the
rightn of mintatrien, capectally tn plannfng and adminfstratson.
Bachurin, noting the discunslon at the December plenum, coneluded
that "apparently"” some of the funct fons of hin organdzatlion can

be transterred to branch minfatrica,  However, he added that
"ratning the role of minfstrien and expanding thelr fndependence
depend on resolutton of other questions, enpectally the matter of
translerring minfatrics to a productfon association structure.

He pointed out that the mintstrics have been slow in fullfflling

the March 1973 decree ordering establ {shment of product fon
ansoctations, and that there was st widespread disagreement as
to whether a minintry should be regarded primarily as an admintstrative
Organ or an cconomic organ.  Bachurin stated that he personally
tavored keeping minfntrics basically adminfstrative.

Rudnev, a ploneer in establishing cost-account ing production
Agnoclatlons, took the opposfite viewpolnt {n his article, strongly
urglng that mintatrics he made croiiomically responsible, just 1fke
caterprises and production ansocelat fons,  Rudnev thus goes beyond
the 1973 decintlon to replace minfstrics’ maln administrations with
production asvociat{ons, transterring the mindstries' subdivistons
Lo operatfon on principles of cconomic fncentive and leaving only
the top level of the ministry as an administrat {ve organ .

Grechko, was lower than at the previous decennlal In August 1964,
when Khrushehev headed the Soviet delegation to the 20th anniver-
sary. Mazurov, also a CPSU Politburo member, headed the Soviet
delepation at the 25th anniversary (n 1969.  As fn 19069, anti-Peking
polemics were avolded; fn 1964 Khrushchev had attacked the Chinese

least In Toaloghal, almed at extendlng militla reforms to the
more remote rural arcas. The broadeast revealed that selected
militia units In a rural county were recently reorganized and
that plans are beling made to bulld up the militia In pastoral
arcas In the coming winter-spring pertod. Like thelr urban
counterparts, rural militia unlts apparently arc being given

the means to firmly deal with social disorders should they occur.
Teinghal militla authorlities paid "special attention" to
reorganizing and consoltdating "the armed backbone militia."

SPANISH SAHARA: Moscow's meager attention to Morocco's campaign

Lo "recover Its territorles™ of Spanish Sahara has avoided acknowl-
edging Rabat's claims and presented the lssue simply as an anti-
colonialist struggle varliously waged by Morocco, "North African
peoples" and by the "indlgenous pupulation.” Soviet medla, in
terse reports on the 27-29 August visit of Moroccan Foreign
Minister Larakl to Moscow, did not mention that his talks with
Mazurov and 1lichev "centered in particular” on the Spanish

Sahara lssue, as Rabat radio sald on the 29th. A Mcescow radio
review of Maghreb cvents, broadcast in Arabic on the 21st, blandly
noted Morocco's "decisive actions" to liquidate the "foreign
colonial presence in the so-called Spanish Sahara" and reported
King Hassan as declaring that Morocco preferred a peaceful course
"to liberate" all reglons still under the colonial yoke but
reserved the right to "other means and methods" if Spain did not
respond. The broadcast observed that the "elimination of Spanish
colonialism" demanded by all sections of Moroccan public opinion
was "qulte reasonable." A broadcast in English to Africa on the
22d, however, did not even mention Morocco in commenting on Spain's
announced decision to hold a referendum next year on self-determination
in "western Sahara." The broadcast said it was too early to predict
what might happen, but that a new stage in the struggle of the
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"[nd Lgenous population' was developing. And a French-language
brondeant to the Maghreb on 28 August deplcted "the people of
Morocco and other North Afrlean countrles' an waging a flght for
decolonization of Spanlsh Sahara agalnst colonlalluts and
Imperialist monopolles attempting to maintaln control over the
area's phosphate resources,

PRC-AFRICA: DPeking has lauded the 26 Aupust agreement on

Portuguese recognition of the Republic of Gulnea Bissau and the
withdrawal of Lisbon's armed forces as proof of its longstanding
position that contlinuing armcd struggle 1s the best means for the
complete 1llberation of Portugucse Africa. A 4 September Chou

En~-lal congratulatory message-—echolng a PEOPLE'S DAILY editorial
and remarks by Vice Premler Teng Hsliao-ping on the 2d--said that
Guinea Bissau's success 1s the result of '"the protracted armed
struggle in which the heroic people of Guinea-Bissau have
persevered." NCNA on 28 August pralscd the 26 August accord as

"a new victory under new circumstances” but carefully admonished
that only by rclying on armed struggle had the Africans managed

to overcome alleged military and political maneuvers by the new
Lisbon government to impose a settlement short of total
independence. Though not mentloning Moscow by name, NCKA

criticized the Soviet stance favoring a cease~-fire and a negotiated
solution and Moscow's cautious optimism about Portugal's intentions,
stating that Guinea Bissau's achievement "is by no means a 'gift'
from the colonialists nor is it a product of '"pecaceful rransition.'"
